Patrick needs 
get off his high horse and talk the pub- 
lic about what he’s doing, and why.

You may not recognize actor/writer Chazz Palminteri by name, 
but you definitely know his face — that kind of furrowed Italian- 
wiseguy mug that would make you swear up and down that you'd 
seen him whack some two-faced hooker on The Sopranos (even 
though he was never on the show). It was playing such a tougt 
guy in Woody Allen's Bullets Over Broadway (1994) that earned him 
an Oscar nomination for Best Supporting Actor. 
But the project for which Palminteri is best known — and 
with good, Robert DeNiro-endorsed reason — is authoring A 
Bronx Tale, originally a one-man stage show depicting a good kid’s 
rough-and-tumble upbringing in the Bronx in the 1960s. 
Nine-year-old Calogero Anello witnesses a shooting involving top- 
of-the-heap gangster Sonny, but refuses 
to squeal, cementing an unexpected 
friendship between the mobster 
and the moppet. “It’s a story

THE GLOBE NEWSROOM 
BUT NOT ENOUGH 


Given the bleak state of the economy and the nonstop torrent of grim 
newspaper announcements —e.g., the imminent closing of the Ann Arbor 
News and the Tucson Citizen's ongoing dalliance with oblivion — it would 
have been unsurprising if the Boston Globe's latest buyout offer, which is 
limited to newsroom employees, found almost no takers. To state the 
obvious, this isn’t a great time to be out of a job. 
So credit the Globe’s top brass for making a pro-buyout sales pitch that 
worked, at least to a degree. According to multiple sources, when the buy- 
out deadline arrived this past Friday, somewhere in the neighborhood of 
25 employees had thrown their names into the mix. That won't be enough . aan om

first-ever round of newsroom layoffs. But it will be enough to keep those 
layoffs from being quite as ugly as they might have been. 
Still, once the buyouts are finalized, they'll claim both one of the 
paper’s best-known writers and one of its most powerful administrators. 
The writer in question is Gail Caldwell, the Globe’s chief book critic (and 
a onetime Phoenix contributor). At the Globe, Caldwell won a 2001 Pulitzer 
Prize for criticism, which makes her the third Pulitzer winner to leave the 
paper in the past two years, following columnist Eileen McNamara and 
legal-affairs reporter Charles Savage. 
The administrator, meanwhile, is Mary Jane Wilkinson, the paper’s 
managing editor for news administration and one of editor Marty Baron’s 
top two lieutenants (along with managing editor for news Caleb Solo- 
mon). “It was a very difficult decision — I've been here 26 years, and the 
Globe means a lot to me,” says Wilkinson. “But I'd been thinking for some 
time about early retirement, so when the buyout came along, it made 


sense for me to consider it.” 


The buyout applicants who spoke with the Phoenix had varying plans 


for their futures. Wilkinson says she'll travel with her husband and spend 
time with her grandchildren; education-editor-turned-reporter Linda

England Patriots offense was him not 
quite making the big play.

But through all, Stallworth seemed like 
a thoughtful, gentlemanly type of guy — not 
your typical dumb jock. He didn’t grouse 
about his demotion and didn’t demand the 
ball more. He gave interviews when asked, 
and dressed and comported himself more 
like a jazz musician than an NFL wideout. 
When he left town for a big (seven years, $35 
million) deal in Cleveland, nobody harbored 
any ill will toward him. 

Stallworth missed the first four games 
of 2008 due to injury, and never really 
got it going, playing the role of slightly 
underperforming third fiddle once again 
(this time behind Braylon Edwards and 
Kellen Winslow) and catching just pass 
for 170 yards. when the question 
paying a $4.75 million roster bonus came 
up a little over a week ago, it was tough 
to say if Cleveland would retain him. 

Aost people around the league thought 
they would not. Then, to everyone’s sur- 
prise, the seemingly cash-strapped new 
regime of Eric Mangini decided to keep 
Stallworth the fold, paying him his 
money and keeping him help out their 
next quarterback, who might very well be 
Jay Cutler by the time this article hits the 
newsstands.

Interloping planets will vic- 
timize our solar system with gravitational 
chaos. The Earth’s magnetic poles will 
on the fritz. Our life-giving verdure will 
baked crisp the sun’s violent 
radiation. Cargantuan tsunamis will 
flood the high Himalayas with crushing 
walls of cosmically sloshing seawater, 
earthquakes will cleave the ground, and 
six billion terrified earthlings will teem 
the streets and riot, driven mad with 
fear. And nothingness. 


RELAX 
Actually, not really. 

Every once in a while, Yahoo! Answers 
does offer grain truth. Wrote one 
wise user in response to saskia’s tremu- 
lous query: “It’s not true. Relax and do 
your homework.” 

Many other people, however, have yet 
to get the message. Google “2012” and there 
are 233,000,000 hits. Try “2012 doomsday” 
or “2012 prophecy” or “2012 predictions” or 
“2012 end of the world” and you're flooded 
with results. On more than 600,000 Web 
sites — survive2o12.com, 2012endofdays.org, 
december212012.com, etc. — discussion both 
eager and fearful rages about the astronomi- 
cal, astrological, and religio-historic ramifi- 
cations the coming eschaton supposedly 
foreseen by Mayan mystics. 

The fervor pumped ceaseless spe- 
cials on the History Channel exploring the 
“disturbing prophecies” set come true just 
three years hence. On YouTube, amateur 


documentaries dubious scientific rigor pro- 


liferate. On Amazon, one can purchase doz- 
ens of books like 2012: The Return of Quetzalcoat 
and The Complete Idiot's Guide to 2012. 

This coming November, 2012 big- 
budget popcorn flick directed master 
disaster Roland Emmerich will open 
in theaters. Watch the trailer, in which 
those awesome tidal waves lay waste 
Buddhist monastery high Himalayan 
yourself the film’s spin-off promo sites: 
home page for the bogus Institute for 


Human Continuity (instituteforhumancon- 
tinuity.org) thisistheend.com, which 
Woody Harrelson’s crackpot survivalist 
character posts videos proffering his theo- 
ries on pole reversal, Kukulcan, and the 
“Doomsday Vault” seed bank. 

It’s all a lot of fun. It just doesn’t happen 
to be true. 

There’s mystery why many 
are flogging the 2012 apocalypse. After all, 
says Marc Zender, Mayan expert who lec- 
tures Harvard’s archaeology department, 
“There’s a lot more cash to be made with 
2012, or end of the world, or ‘harmonic con- 
vergence,’ than with the more dry analysis.” 

What’s interesting is why so many 
people seem buying into whole- 
heartedly. Millenarianism nothing new, 
course. Heck, barely decade ago people 
were full hair-on-fire panic about the cat- 
astrophic implications Y2K harmless 
flipping the seemingly self-perpetuating 
Gregorian calendar. 

Why do we continue to work ourselves 
up about this stuff? Is apocalyptic anticipa- 
tion hard-wired into humans? Do some 
people simply crave the 
certain folks deal with the psychic stress 
of bad times — like, say, the ones we’re 
currently muddling through — by looking 
for an “escape” on the horizon, by craving 
oblivion? 


LYIN’ MAYANS? 

Comedian Patton Oswalt has great bit 
about the apocalypse firsthand. 
The downside obvious: fiery, white-hot 
death. The upside? table reserved the 
“VIP section eternity.” 


Everyone there like, “Hey, 
you die?” And like, “Bus accident,” 
and you die?” And like, “Fire 
ants.” Then they go, “How’d you die, man?” 
“How'd | die? In the fucking apocalypse! Oh 
God, was awesome!” 


Fun times! And, hey, it still could hap- 
pen. But it’s more likely come 
about thanks to policy hangovers from 
the Bush administration than because of 
any Mayan prophecy. 

“We have reams things the Maya 
wrote about their calendar and considered 
significant,” says Zender. “They don’t talk 
about the 2012 date. It’s not surprising, 
because it was so far off that it wouldn't 
have meant anything them, really. 
There’s no indication whatsoever, on any of 
the stone monuments or any of the texts, 
that 2012 was matter concern for them.” 

Okay, then. But some have posited that 
the switchover of the Long Count calendar 
presages not per se, but more 
spiritual upheaval mass change con- 
sciousness. Did the Mayans say anything 
about that? 

“Absolutely not.” 

The Mayan calendars are complicated, 
Zender explains, and there are many of 
them, all basically cyclical. “There are 
sacred calendars that are seven days in 
length and regularly repeating” week, 
in other words — “but there are many other 
calendars, too: there’s a nine-day calendar, 
ai3-day, a20-day.. .” 

The Long Count calendar question 
here literally predates the existence the 
Mayans themselves. They conceived its 
Start to a “sort of arbitrarily designated 
Day Zero, their equivalent of a creation 
date,” says Zender, which corresponds 
3114 the Gregorian calendar. The 
Long Count cycle, too. It’s just that 
its cycle long 5125 years that 
doesn’t turn over (“like an odometer clicks

over in a car”) until AD 2012. 

which point, says Zender, it’s simply 
going and circulate around again.

AVERTABLE DISASTERS 

the minds many, the notion that massive 
cosmological disturbances are forecast for 2012 
lends credence the idea that the end nigh. 

Chief among them that rogue planet 
called Nibiru, or Planet X — is currently cours- 
ing 3600-year elliptical 
orbit that’s kept out our 
sight since the time of the 
Mesopotamians but will play 
havoc with Spaceship Earth 
when it once again crosses 
paths with the solar system in 
three years’ time. 

Benjamin Weiss, a profes- 
sor in the department of Earth, 
atmospheric, and planetary 
sciences at MIT, doesn’t buy 
it. “The probability of a planet 
coming from outside our solar 
system is extremely low,” he 
says. “Negligibly low, for the rest 
of history of our solar system.” 

Another much-bruited 
theory concerns the so-called 
Galactic Alignment — that, on 
that winter solstice of 2012, for the first time 
in 25,800 years, the Earth will be aligned 
directly with the sun and the black hole at 
the center of the Milky Way. (It’s an event 
many are expecting to herald a new-agey 
“awakening” across the globe). 

“I've never heard of that,” says Weiss. 
“The Earth’s distance from the sun varies a 
little bit, but they’re not going to be much 
closer the galactic center than they were 
the year before, or even a hundred years 
before that.” 

But, but, but . . . what about the predict- 
switching the Earth’s magnetic axis? 

jarring reversal north and south poles 
which, according to one YouTube doc, could 
result in a “coriolis flip” that, in 72 hours, 
would unleash “global superstorm,” with 
winds 300 miles per hour strafing the 
face the planet? 

“The magnetic poles reverse 
every few hundred thousand years, that’s 
for sure,” says Weiss. “But it takes place over 
few thousand years. don’t think that 
the poles have ever reversed while humans 
have been existence species, but 
has reversed while there were humanoids. 
The last reversal was 780,000 years ago. But 
there’s never been any mass extinctions asso- 
ciated with these reversals. Somehow life has 
figured out way deal with that.” 


LAST-DATE ROMANCE 
What gives? Why many people keep 
hanging their hopes and fears junk sci- 
ence and bogus archaeological exegesis? 
It’s nothing new, says Richard Landes, 
director and co-founder the Center for 
Millennial Studies at Boston University. 
End-time movements have been around 
since the beginning of time: apocalyptic

terror in the wake of the Black Death, a rash 
evangelical millenarian movements the 
19th century, the Heaven’s Gate cult raptur- 
ing themselves the Hale-Bopp comet 
1997, worldwide unease leading up to Y2K. 

“Every time there’s a famine, a plague, 

a this, a that, people are saying this is the 
end of the world,” says Landes. “And 2012 is 
your next handy apocalyptic hook. The nice 
things about dates are that they help you pre- 
pare. This the first one since 2000.” 

Apocalyptic thought is intrinsic to mono- 
theistic religions, of course, but the 2012 
cosmic/Mayan aspects lend 
wider appeal, says Landes. “It’s 
date, so it can appeal to a secular audience. 
You don’t have Christian. You don’t 
have accused being some weirdo 
evangelical fundamentalist right-wing nut 
order find this interesting.” 

All apocalyptic prophesies are Rorschach 
tests, savs Landes. “People project onto [them]. 
They project their fears and they project their 
hopes.” And whether people are fearing the 
end of time, or hoping for massive rejuvena- 
tion for very sickly planet, 
huge convulsion” that 2012 portends inextri- 
cably bound with our times. 

Things are bad. People 
are looking for change. 

question,” 
says Landes, “that periods 
when things break down 
and people feel insecure feed 
apocalyptic prophesies.” 

One of the appeals of 
apocalyptic thought is that, 
one way or another, it offers 
an ending. “There is an inter- 
esting psychology at work 
here,” says Landes. “I know 
people who, because they're 
uncertain about the future, 
would rather have 
than live in uncertainty.” 

The hairier things 
get, the “more seek 
sense of closure,” Landes 
argues. “Psychologically, many people 
adopt the language apocalypticism 
sort cosmic with [their] own per- 
sonal anxieties.” 

And, he says, Oswalt’s apocalypse routine 
is spot-on. “The attraction people have to 
apocalyptic beliefs is megalomaniacal. When 
you believe that the apocalypse is going to 
happen in your day, essentially what you're 
saying is that ‘I am one of the people that is 
privileged live the climax history.’ 

If you take one more step and say ‘I have 

active part this,’ then you step 
stage. You're on stage in the greatest drama 
in the history of the human race. That's 
pretty heady stuff.” 

just imagine how many people will

date before that fail materialize. 

But fear not! The end may coming 
soon enough. Weiss doesn’t lay awake 
night dreading the intrusion Planet Nibiru 
in 2012, he does fret over another potential 
deep-impact event. 

“The biggest thing to worry about is 
asteroid comet impact,” says. “All 
you have to do is look at the moon and see 
what happens. caused the dinosaurs 
extinct million years ago. happened 
many times, and will happen again. The 
consequences are pretty clear. There's defi- 
nitely going mass extinction.” 

There’s one asteroid Weiss and other 
scientists are watching warily. It’s called 
Apophis. “There some concern might 
strike the Earth in 2029.”

level in Patrick's budget don’t 
understand why, for example, 
Beimont and Wellesley are get- 
ting money while Boston and 
Medford are not.

Many are even saying that this has been the 
roughest, most politically damaging stretch 
the governor’s term since the early days 
expensive drapes and an inappropriate phone 
call behalf Ameriquest. 

His poll numbers have plummeted, and 
cue his most likely challengers for re-election 
Treasurer Tim Cahill, Harvard Pilgrim honcho 
Charles Baker, and businessman Christie 
Mihos have gone public with their criticisms 
and thoughts of campaigning. 

State legislators, political observers, and even 
and allies are wondering 
what’s gone wrong with the governor’s game. 

“I don’t know what's going on with the 
guy,” says one chief staff. 

“Everybody's scratching their heads,” says 
one close Beacon Hill observer. “Who’s running 
the show?” 

Inside Patrick's office, however, they claim 
to see things very differently. Administration 
officials believe that the perception battered 
governor is an illusion of the Beacon Hill echo 
chamber that outside the State House, people 
obsessing about the Boston-media head- 

ine items. 
Patrick himself seems share that 
view: in a recent press conference, 
he dismissed the litany of his 
criticized actions “trivial.”

The appointment State Senator Walsh, toa 
high-salaried position the Health and Edu- 
cational Facilities Authority (HEFA) not filled 
since the previous decade, has been public- 
relations disaster.

the desperate scramble within the music 
industry (“A&R 3.0,” “Should Artists Be Paid 
for Radio Airplay?” and “Bloggers Are Now 
in Charge”), the red meat (or pulled pork) 

of South-by has increasingly shifted to its 
unofficial domains: day parties, BBQs, 
shows on bridges and boats, in bookstores 
and parking lots, or virtually anywhere that 
has electricity and foot traffic. 

Despite increasing level hipster-borne 
grousing over SXSW being not much more 
than a vomitous swirl of industry shitbags, 
self-appointed tastemakers, and Twittering 
shutterbug nincompoops (guilty!), the slow 
crawl of the conference’s raison d’étre toward 
these badge-less, unsanctioned territories 
actually good news: the experience of SXSW 
has become less about the industry rescu- 
ing bands from the underground, and more 
about rescuing the underground from the 
industry. If the frontier mentality displayed 
some this year’s most eagerly queued- 
for bands is any indication, indie music is 
primed for wave serious radness. 

Without making a tract out of this (or 
resorting oversimplifications like “Hip- 
Hop in the Age of Obama” — an actual 
panel), let’s just suppose that, the past 
10 years have found us desperately seeking 
order, control, and familiarity in the midst 
of grim cultural conditions, our new para- 
digm — with its emblems of hope and copa- 
cetic illusion — has the underground hun- 
gry for chaos, disruption, and newness. 

Precision-preened image (see: the Strokes, 
SXSW Class of ’01) has been ousted in favor 
of pure spectacle (like Israeli garage-torchers 

Aonotonix, whose Ami Shalev splayed his 

hairy ass while surfing his band’s own kick 
drum across thousands of fans at Waterloo 
ark). Cutesy innocuous hookage (see: Peter Bjorn & 
John, Class of ’07 — roundly booed this year) gave way 
to atonal kicks and explosive noise (from the likes of 
Montreal’s AIDS Wolf or LA’s HEALTH). And highly

ODD HOURS MAKE THIS RARE NORTH END TREAT

©) Remember the spirit and savor of 
the old-time North End red-sauce 
restaurants? Amici still does. That it 
carries on their traditions only two 
nights per week, plus during Garden 
events, is part of the fun. This great 
little place should be open more. 

You know you are back to the future 
when the breadbasket comes out with 
soft white Italian bread and portion- 
control butter. And you know you are 
back in the North End when the grated 
cheese in the shaker on the table is actu- 
ally rather good. 

Access all the nostalgia centers of the 
brain with the eggplant rollettini ap- 
petizer ($10): three roll-ups that have the 
hot cheese and tomato taste of your first 
Italian food, whether that was spaghetti 
and meatballs, chicken parmagiana, 
or cheese pizza. Eggplant provides the 
structure of the rolls, but the flavor is 
only faintly discernable. Sautéed broccoli 
rabe ($8) is overcooked to a pleasant soft- 
ness that also removes some of the bitter- 
ness, with equally softened garlic cloves. 

Even more creative is broccoli fritti 
($8). 1 figured this would be like fried 
calamari transformed into health food, 
but what actually arrived was part frit- 
tata, part pancake — what my grand- 
mother used to call a “pfannkuchen.” 
It’s yuammier than fried broccoli florets 
(especially with squeeze the fresh 
lemon included with all appetizers) and 
somewhat healthier, as well. 

Another old North End tradition 
honored at Amici is a list of attractive 
specials that don’t announce the price. 
The stuffed veal chop ($32) was worth the 
gamble. The chef actually pro- 
duced it rare, as ordered — no 
small trick with any stuffed ob- 
ject. It was almost the size of a 
bone-on rib steak, an inch thick 
before it was slit and stuffed 
with prosciutto and cheese. The 
color and flavor suggested that 
the animal-rights people are 
making good progress on im- 
proving the lives of veal calves, such that 
they eat real food and run around, and 
therefore taste like meat on the plate. 

A haddock special ($28) was prob- 
ably only a modest improvement on the 
regular menu haddock Italiano ($18). 
The fillet was unexceptional and served 
with three large shrimp and a scampi- 
like garlic sauce. Summer squash (it’s 
summer in the Southern hemisphere, 
right?) and bell peppers were fine sides. 

Linguini alle Vongole ($18) is an up- 
grade from spaghetti with clam sauce, 
mostly thanks to its use of both whole 
littleneck clams and chopped clams in 
the sauce. The dish’s primary function 
as a garlic-delivery system is uncom- 
promised. Amici has the old-school 
fully cooked pasta. (It’s an irony of culi- 
nary history that most of the southern 
Italians who immigrated to the North 
End a century ago had not previously 
been able to afford dried pasta, and

quickly learned to serve it cooked soft 
to American tastes in restaurants. 
When I visited Italy, my first surprise 
was the Roman preference for half- 
cooked spaghetti.) 

Amici breaks with North End tradi- 
tion by serving good side-dish pasta. 
Our side of ziti had some al-dente tex- 
ture, a nice tomato sauce, and came to 
the table hot. No doubt the fast delivery 
has to do with this being only a 10-table 
restaurant, manned by a real cook. 

The staff also must get a lot of practice 
in rapid cooking and serving on game 
nights. 

The wine list has no years 


are bargain prices. You get 
what you pay for. Ruffino Chi- 
anti ($6.50/glass; $24/bottle) is 
quaffable, cleaner, and fruitier 
than the stuff they used to sell 
out of bottles covered in straw (they had 
the unfortunately predictive-sounding 
name “fiaschi”). But it was still rather 
nondescript. Dynamite merlot ($7.50; 
$27) — that’s the brand name — from 
California was a little juicier; Zonin 
Montepulciano d’Abruzzo ($7; $25) had 
a little more structure. In a blind tast- 
ing they would be hard to distinguish, 
though I think I would favor the Chi- 
anti with food and the Montepulciano 
d’Abruzzo with cheese. 

Unlike many North End restaurants, 
Amici offers desserts — actually, just 
one: cannoli ($5). Show your Celtics tick- 
ets and get free cannolo and coffee. The 
cannoli are fresh, with a crisp fried shell 
and a very sweet ricotta filling. 

Service is terrific, not only because 
the place is small, but because the staff 
are friends and family and project that 
warmth. The old red-sauce Italian places 
were romantic in a Bohemian way, if 


slightly seedy with candles dripping over 
empty fiaschi and red-and-white check- 
ered tablecloths. Amici is cleaner, more 
modern, and better lit — and the mod- 
ern, drip-less liquid candles are safer, if 
less colorful. 

I hope Amici’s strange present 
schedule has more to do with the exten- 
sive construction around North Station 
than with some business plan of having 
a semi-virtual 10-table restaurant, and 
that by summertime there will be more 
scheduled nights. In the meantime, 
one handy simplification for planning 
your visit is to book your reservation 
online with opentable.com — that way, 
you won't need to tape Celtics and Bru- 
ins calendars to your refrigerator. 

All restaurants have an aspect of 
theater, and Amici is like a well-staged 
one-act version of the grand opera of 
Italo-American dining out. Although 
one could even split up a pasta to get 
a four-course dinner, the feeling is for 
moving right along. The staff doesn’t 
push the clock; most patrons are just 
that hungry for Italian red-sauce flavors, 
which Amici delivers well. ©

The apartment in Ara is rented out to 
movie crews, and that allows for self- 
reflexive refrain. Such artifice also marks 
Dervis Zaim’s DOT (Nokta; 2008). This one 
opens with the calligraphic stroke the 
title, accenting an Arabic inscription for 
“Forgive them.” The camera cranes down 
to reveal that the dot is, in fact, the cal- 
ligrapher punctuating the words, which 
have been written in God-sized print on 
the white surface of a salt flat. It is the 
best moment in the film, which then de- 
volves into a so-so but very symbolic tale of 
blackmail, revenge, and redemption, with 
Ahmet (Mehmet Ali Nuroglu) and Selim 
(Serhat trying sell valuable copy 
the Koran owned family and 
getting mixed with gangsters. 

Cagan Irmak’s THE MESSENGER (Ulak; 
2007) is likewise as much about the process 
of storytelling as it is about the story. In 
some distant time in a remote village, a 
stranger (Cetin Tekindor) arrives and pro- 
ceeds to tell the children a tale in which 
the messenger of the title enters a village 
and reveals the secret corruption behind 
the seeming respectability. The Messenger 
is like Clint Eastwood's High Plains Drifter, 
but armed with story, not gun, and the 
striking central conceit doesn’t go over- 
board till the fire-and-brimstone ending.

When comes films that refer 
their own artifice, Hiiseyin Karabey’s MY 
MARLON AND BRANDO (Citmek; 2008) proves 
the least artificial and the most affect- 
ing. Probably because based 
extraordinary true story.

Her smuggler father and estranged 
mother neglect her, and she wordlessly 
endures her loneliness and the abuse 
everyone around her. Erdem’s previous 
film, Times and Winds, shimmered with its 
details and rhythms, and times this 
new film suggests the sublimity of Robert 
Bresson’s Mouchette. But then goes off 
the miserabilist deep end scenes like 
the one in which Hayat tries to enjoy a 
pudding, a rare gift from her dad, only 
to have her invalid, derelict grandfather 
crawl across the floor share with her, 
along with stray kitten. 

the other hand, Ozcan Alper’s first 
feature, AUTUMN (Sonbahar; 2008), has 
scarcely a false moment. Yusuf (Onur Say- 
lak), having served 10 years of a sentence 
for political activity, gets time off because, 
the prison doctor tells him, his lungs 
are “ruined.” He returns to his home in 
the mountains by the shore of the Black 
Sea and finds it only a more picturesque 
prison (the cinematography limpid and 
moving) than the one he has left behind.

All his neighbors 
are geriatrics except for his former co-con- 
spirator buddy, who’s now working his 
father’s carpentry shop.

The Pain and the Itch will make you 

wince not scratch your head, that 
is. Bruce Norris’s nasty satire of the liberal 
bourgeoisie makes itself extremely clear: 
stop pointing that righteous finger at the 
Republicans — we suck too, in any number 
hypocritical, insufferable ways. The 
black comedy, which is getting its Boston 
premiere from Company One (at the Bos- 
ton Center for the Arts Plaza through April 
4), has both won awards and generated 
controversy — the latter because it involves 
a very young actress in its proceedings, 
in a role that requires no words but lots 
of unselfconscious crotch scratching. It 
is her character, you see, who suffers the 
mysterious genital rash that both engen- 
ders the play’s title and serves as a graphic 
manifestation what Hamlet might call 
something rotten Denmark.

historical category these days, 
not oxymoron, when the Celebrity 
Series announced that the Mark Morris 
Dance would three older pieces 
for its annual Boston appearance, got 
while. Morris’s fine company of 19 dancers 
brought along a feast of Schubert, Bartok, 
and Schumann performed its own en- 
semble musicians plus mezzo-soprano 
Katherine and five singers from 
Emmanuel Music. 

Old pieces is a relative term, and the 
substantial work last weekend’s 
program at the Cutler Majestic dates from 
2001. Its title, V, may refer to its music, 
Robert Piano Quintet. (Violin- 
ists Jennifer Curtis and Georgy Valtchev, 
violist Jessica Troy, cellist Hrant Parsamian, 
and pianist Steven Beck made the 
MMDC Music Ensemble.) The other dances 
were Bedtime (1992) and All Fours (2003). 

For V, Morris devised twin ensembles 
of seven dancers. The first group, in blue, 
start out in a V formation; their moves are 
echoed later the group white. Both 
the floor pattern and the color-coded cos- 
tumes become structuring implements for 
the dance, along with the music, of course. 
As the dancers stream in and out, one cadre 
imitates the other, or they combine forces 
pairs and smaller units. All the men line 
diagonal and fussy chain pat- 
tern. Later all the women the same thing 
as the music repeats. 

The movement has halting quality 
people move, then freeze sculpted poses 
other people take over the momentum.

“SHOWA SOPHISTICATION: 
JAPAN THE 1930s”

The paintings in “Shéwa Sophistication” 
at the Museum of Fine Arts are like the 
dreamiest travel posters you've ever seen. 
Produced in Japan during the 1930s, these 
images of pretty ladies and prettier coun 
tryside are so sweet, peaceful, and allur- 
ing that you can hardly imagine they were 
created while the nation was ramping up 
for war. The mystery of that disconnect 
energizes the already splendid art. 

“Shéwa” was a name given to Emper- 
or Hirohito by the ministers of Japan's 
imperial council when acceded 
the throne upon the death his father, 
Emperor 1926. can 
translated from Japanese clear, 
bright, or enlightened; “wa” can mean 
peace, harmony, and reconciliation. 
the label for both the emperor 
and his reign, is sometimes translated 
enlightened peace Japan bring- 
ing enlightened peace. 

The name suits these placid paint- 
ings, all of which were acquired by the 
MFA over the past five years. 
curious title for the leader nation 
the midst of an ambitious, military-driv- 
imperial expansion. Some say Hirohi- 
to grew into it when after Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki agreed, over the objections 
of his generals, to the unconditional sur- 
render that the United States demanded. 

During the 1930s, Tokyo was rebuild- 
ing and modernizing — which in many 
ways meant Westernizing — in the wake 
of a 1923 earthquake and fire. The mili- 
tary build-up was helping the country 
emerge from economic depression. Seek- 
ing to attract foreign tourism, the gov- 
constructed national park sys- 
tem. Sports were encouraged — the em- 
peror was avid golfer and his brother 
was skier and hiker. Department stores 
offered the latest in Paris sophistication. 

Japanese art fell into two broad cat- 
egories: Nihonga, or traditional Japanese 
painting, and Western-style modernism 
Japanese artists who had studied 
France and were inspired by the Impres- 
sionists, the Cubists, and Matisse. 
curator Frederic Sharf, an MFA trustee, 
focuses Nihonga works painted with 


mineral pigments and ink on the tradi- 
tional materials of paper and silk. They 
blend softly the buttoned-up precision 
traditional Japanese painting with hints 
of Western Art Deco streamlining. 

Harumi Tateishi’s Clover depicts two 
languid young women reclining in a field 
of clover, like something from Mary Cas- 
satt. Hakk6 Matsushima’s catchy Sno 

Yuki) shows a stylish, rosy-cheeked lady 
in a green visor, striped scarf, brown 
coat, and backpack pausing for a mo- 
ment while skiing. She raises her hands 
above her head to shade her eyes — and 
to show off her elaborately patterned red, 
white, and blue mittens. The scene is 
rendered in a vivid illustration style (note 
the decorative pattern of white squares 
filling the sky); it could easily double as a 
ski-area ad. 

Some scenes reflect Japan’s entering 
and being home the modernized 
Western world. Shunk6 Saeki’s Tearoom 
painting two uniformed waitresses 
with zombie expressions standing at at- 
tention next rack potted plants 
speaks the changing place women 
in Japanese society. “Liberated” women 
came into the city from the country to 
find work and support themselves, inde- 


pendent men. Tetsu Stylish 
Beauty Dressed in a Kimono Standing Beside a 
Decorated Christmas Tree illustrates how in 
the 1930s Japanese adopted the Western 
holiday of Christmas as a secular time of 
gift giving — as well as a way to mark the 
anniversary of Hirohito’s accession to the 
throne and the birth his son Akihito 
(the emperor today). 

Biichi Takata’s screens show cormo- 
rants hovering over roiling waters and 
another bird perched on a boulder as 
the green sea crashes around it. Reimei 
Shind6’s pair of screens, Foot of the Falls, 
depict the white rush water splashing 
among the mossy green rocks and then 
coursing through gorge behind bent 
branch sprouting autumn gold leaves. 
The scenes evoke a tender, delicate 
mood capturing both the surging force 
nature and the refreshing calm 
holiday the wilds. 

Such pictures first appear traditional, 
but Western influences are visible in the 
thickness and opacity of the paint (versus 
the thin washes traditional Japanese 
art), the scale of both the works and their 
subjects (traditional screens might ap- 
proach this size, but they tended to show 
many small elements rather than the life- 
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CLOVER Harumi scene could come out Mary Cassatt.

sized figures here), and the way the works 
are presented (increasingly framed, rather 
than as scrolls or screens). 

These paintings were produced mainly 
for local eyes; they were first displayed 
government-sponsored exhibitions 
modeled on official French salons. They 
all come from the collection of Rikizo Ho- 
sokawa, who bought them decorate 
complex wedding halls, restaurants, 
and saunas that began erect the 
outskirts of Tokyo in 1931. 

The exhibit offers insight into the 
contrast between the pacific paintings 
and the fighting that was come. The 
only mentions of war are notes that “Ho- 
sokawa kept his collection intact during 
the war years” and “Ultimately, Japan’s 
1937 invasion of China doomed the tour- 
ism agenda.” Japan battled China 
"95 over control of Korea. It fought Russia 
in 1904-’05 for dominance in Korea and 
Manchuria. returned fighting 
China at the end of the ’30s: the Nanking 
Massacre, when Japanese forces that had 
overrun the then Chinese capital Nan- 
king raped and massacred thousands 
Chinese civilians, occurred 1937. ret- 
rospect, these paintings look like the calm 
the eye the storm. 


“Journeys East,” at the Isabella 

Stewart Gardner Museum, offers a 
different look Asia. Mrs. Gardner spent 
1883 touring Japan, China, Cambodia, and 
India; then she returned home to become 
pioneering collector Asian art. She dis- 
played her treasures in a temple-like room 
in the museum that wasn’t open to the 
public and that was disassembled 1971. 

Curators Noriko Murai Temple Uni- 
versity and the Gardner’s Alan Chong 
re-create the feel that room with their 
jewel-box installation. reflects Gardner’s 
typical eclecticism — snarling shaggy 15th- 
century Japanese wooden dogs, tiny 
silver and enamel i9th-century Chinese 
opium boxes, an 18th-century Japanese 
writing box dazzlingly decorated with gold 
and silver palms, Indian 
box intricately decorated with silver floral 
interlace, a 17th-century Japanese screen 
depicting scenes from The Tale Genji. Gard- 
ner’s Martha Stewart side comes out ina 
(re-created) door that she decorated with 
24 woodblocks — not the prints, the blocks 
themselves, which intrigue with their in- 
tricate carving. 

The black gallery walls and spotlights 
give everything feel majesty and rever- 
ence. And draw your eye to a 17th-century 
gilded-bronze Chinese Buddha seated 
lotus-leaf throne. He’s awesomely calm.

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LIFE AND DEBT LITTLE DORRIT

LITTLE DORRIT 


When last year the BBC interrupted its broad- 
cast Little Dorrit which hinges the 
downfall Bernie Madoff-like figure for 
tawdry true-crime documentary, thou- 
sands viewers complained: don’t leave 
hanging! Would penthouse pavement 
for the true-blue lovers? Would Victorian 
London's most-leveraged banker, “The Man 
of the Age,” drag everyone into the Marshal- 
sea debtors’ prison worse? Even more 
intriguing: would wily Miss Wade les- 
bian mission vengeance turn out 
be good, bad, or merely sexy? 

Although the BBC's Little Dorrit isn’t, alas, 
bodice ripper Tipping the Velvet (the gold 
standard in revisionist Victoriana), those 
avid British viewers can’t blamed for crav- 
ing their Dickens fix. this novel about the 
anxiety of sudden wealth and sudden debt, 
WCBH’s Masterpiece Classic may have found 
its mini-series of the age, a satisfying, slow- 
burning romance amid the financial ruins. 
This is Dickens done right, with style, a 
sinister sense of humor, and a minimum of 
sentimentality. 

Andrew Davies, the mini-series adapter, 
notorious for discovering the sexy bits that 
classic novelists forgot to write. But even 
Davies can’t claim credit for unlacing Miss 
sexuality; she’s right there the 
novel, revealed in a white-hot first-person 
chapter that’s launched thousand queer- 
studies monographs. Dickens permitted Miss 
Wade (Maxine Peake) only “secret smile” 
the direction lonely servant girl Tattycoram 
(Freema Agyeman); the series implies 
something more. 

Little Dorrit, despite its racy underpinnings 
lust and money, remains one 
least-adapted novels. slow, stately 1988 
two-parter (360 minutes) written and di- 
rected Christine Edzard earned Academy 


Award nominations for Adapted Screenplay 
and Supporting Actor (Alec Guinness). But 
there hasn’t been much else. Perhaps 
because Dorrit, unlike OliverTwist , lacks the 
most lowbrow Dickensian theme: a child in 
mortal peril. (Stay tuned in May for a new, 
shipshape version The Old Curiosity Shop, 
with the ever-popular death Little Nell.) 

Death isn’t the cards for Little Dorrit: 
petite Amy, the seamstress heroine, may 
be impoverished and too damn nice, but 
as portrayed by newcomer Claire Foy, she’s 
got spine. When Grand villain 
the moustache-twirling French jailbird 
Rigaud (Andy Serkis, rolling im- 
portunes her in a dark alley, Amy seems 
annoyed rather than frightened. More 
unsettling her maiden heart the long- 
eyelashed hero, Arthur Clennam (Mat- 
thew Macfadyen, Darcy in the 2005 Keira 
Knightley Pride and Prejudice), whom she 
loves in silence. Haunted by his wealthy 
father’s dying words (“Put right”), Arthur 
investigates a long-buried legal connection 
to the Dorrits, a decent family who've lost 
their fortune. Lording over all them are 
the ultra-rich Merdles (Anton Lesser and 
Amanda Redman), riding high 
the stock market. 

Halfway through, there’s stunning 
reversal fortune: the Dorrits get rich, get 
out jail, and embark grand tour 
Europe — where, in true Dickens style, they 
keep running into people they know. Amy 
frets over her beloved father and suffers the 
tutelage society dame, Mrs. General 
(Pam Ferris), who counsels, “ ‘Father’ is 
rather vulgar. Besides, the word ‘Papa’ gives 
pretty form the lips. Papa, potatoes, 
poultry, prunes, and prism....” 

Sounds like: prison. Worrying words, 
particularly for Dickens, whose father did 
time the Marshalsea. child, the 
author had live there, and never 
got over it. This Little Dorrit conveys both the 
thrill riches and the hangover that results 
when risk goes wrong. And this London 
looks bracingly familiar. ©

Bands find their own identities in all 

kinds of ways. Boston bands Lake Street 
Dive and Miss Tess and the Bon Ton Parade 
rent, but with a lot in common. They 
often share a rhythm section.

THE BLIND BOYS ALABAMA AND THE PRESERVATION HALL JAZZ BAND

The double bill the Blind Boys 

Alabama and the Preservation Hall 
Jazz Band at Symphony Hall on Friday is a 
match made in New Orleans, where the two 
groups met record the Blind 
Boys’ 2008 album. But the music they make 
together, insists Blind Boys tenor singer 
Jimmy Carter, comes from a higher place. 
God, and all of the music we make is carry- 
ing his message. his spirit. And when 
people hear our songs and tell that 
have touched their lives, well, that’s what 
and the rest the band are all about.” 

that seems bit pretentious, con- 
sider the band’s history, which Carter 
describes as a “mission.” It began in 1939 
when group students the Talladega 
Institute for the Blind led by lion-voiced 
baritone Clarence Fountain banded to- 
gether the Five Blind Boys Alabama. 
Carter joined five years later, while the 
group were touring the tent-revival circuit 
and performing radio like their heroes, 
the Golden Gate Quartet. 

“We were influenced them and the 
Soul Stirrers and the Pilgrim Travelers,” 
explains over the phone from his 102-year- 
old mother’s house Alabama. “My voice 
was little less scratchy back then, but it’s 
still good shape. The secret getting 
plenty rest.” Even though these singing 
septuagenarians play 150 200 shows 
year, Carter does get more sleep than did 
during his first years with the band es- 
pecially the early years, when low-paying 
one-nighters in churches, tents, and com- 
munity centers were the norm. 

Although the Blind Boys’ recording ca- 
reer began in 1948, it wasn’t till 2001 and 
Spirit of the Century (Real World) that they 
crossed over to the mainstream and became 
festival and major-concert headliner. That 
disc’s covers of Tom Waits, Ben Harper, and 
Rolling Stones songs along with producer 
John Chelew’s rock-savvy arrangements — 
took them to a new, younger audience. The 
cover Waits’s “Way Down the Hole” 
became the themesong for the first season 
of HBO’s The Wire, in June 2002. 

The series discs they’ve made since 
have done the same thanks to their al- 
bum-to-album reinvention. In 2002, Higher 
Ground (Real World) found them diving into 
blues, soul, and reggae. For last year’s 
Down in New Orleans (Time Life), they con- 
vened the Crescent City over songbook 
that included tunes by that music mecca’s 
greatest gospel voice, Mahalia Jackson, 
“Down the Riverside,” and the tradi- 
tional blues spiritual “You Got Move.” 
They were joined the studio the Hot 
Brass Band and pianist Allen Toussaint.

Their collaborations with the Blind Boys 
on “Down by the Riverside,” “Across the 
Bridge,” and the Staple Singers’ “Uncloudy 
Day” are richly arranged, with the PHJB’s 
melody lines and rhythms underscoring 
the Blind Boys’ deep, resonant harmonies. 

Those songs — with their watery im- 
agery — all take on new connotations 
post-Katrina. “We played a concert in New 
Orleans while we were recording,” says 
Carter. “We told the people that don’t 
know how to use hammers and nails, but 
we hoped to encourage them and lift their 
spirits with our music.” That show was 
one of the Blind Boys’ increasingly rare 
performances with founder Fountain. He’s 
had to retire from touring because of dia- 
betes and other health issues. Carter took 
over the group's leadership last year. 

At Symphony Hall, the Blind Boys and 
the Preservation Hall Jazz Band will play 
together during their individual sets. And 
some point likely take one 
his trademark literal leaps of faith off the 
stage and dash through the crowd. Where 
does a sightless man in his late 70s get the 
confidence to jump off a stage? 

“I'm a young guy,” declares Carter, who 
refuses to reveal his age, allowing only 
that he’s “over so.” 

“I've got the energy, and figure the 
Lord’s gonna take care me,” continues. 
“So when the Spirit moves me, I move.” ©

JOHN TALE, RUSALKA, HANS GRAF

The destructive power jealousy 

makes good subject for opera. One 
Shakespeare’s plays about this most irratio- 
nal emotion, the tragedy Othello, has been 
turned into very good opera Rossini and 
great one Verdi and his best librettist, 
Arrigo Boito. And in the early 1970s, John 
Harbison wrote opera based Shake- 
speare’s late tragic-comic romance The Win- 
Othello-like story which after 
years murderous jealousy ends not 
tragedy but recovery and reconciliation. 
Harbison wrote his (he drops the 
article) without commission any hope 
performance, though had one staging, 
in San Francisco in 1979, and its second half 
was presented concert Emmanuel Mu- 
sic in 1989 under the late Craig Smith, with 
baritone James Maddalena Leontes. Now, 
in a version revised by Harbison in 1991, Gil 
Rose another champion Harbison’s mu- 
sic and his Boston Modern Orchestra Proj- 
ect presented Boston’s first complete concert 
version, at Jordan Hall last Friday, and that 
more than ever made one yearn for full 
production this extraordinary work.

There are many end-of-relation- 
ship rituals.
